Examiner's statement ofReasons(s) for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
While the prior arts of record, i.e. HP Caliper, APA, Cierniak do disclose a 
method of registering dynamically generated code and unwind information using a 
module and an API, they, taken alone or in combination, ultimately fail to teach or fairly 
suggest at least: detecting a request for unwind information related to corresponding 
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dynamically generated code and in response to the request, instructing an application 
program interface to facilitate registration of data to be deferred until execution of the 
first corresponding dynamically generated code. This "lazy" registration will reduce the 
overhead associated with performing unwinding operations by the above method while 
the prior arts attempt to perform the registration for all dynamically generated code and 
its corresponding unwind information. See also the remark filed 8/22/2005 and the 
instant specification(page 3, 18 and 19).
